dential communities in the Southwest 
with an ultimate population of more 
than 100,000 people. 

Aside from the size, the real signifi- 
cance of this gas-geared residential de- 
velopment — the real selling point to 
prospective home buyers—is the em- 
phasis on outdoor living and freedom 
from confining household chores. De- 
veloped on the theme of lightening 
work in the home, the “Holiday 
Homes” feature “flick of the finger” 
built-in convenience. 

The entire building operation was 
planned and executed to incorporate 
the most advanced materials, efficient 
residential construction techniques, 
and economic volume buying. Builders 
Mascari and Henry, anticipating an 
eventual partnership, traveled the U.S. 
for over a year, studying residential 
developments from coast to coast and 
gathering information on new scientific 
building practices and buying prefer- 
ences. 

On the basis of that survey, they are 
equipping the 2324 Country Club Ter- 
race homes with many of the built-in 
modern gas conveniences such as 
ranges and ovens, refrigerators, dish 
washers, garbage disposers, washers,

matching colors. Such novel items as 
built-in knife sharpeners, mixers, food 
blenders, and juicers also are being in- 
cluded. Costs of these conveniences, 
included in the sales price of the house, 
has been kept to a minimum by means 
of a “package deal” with a Los An- 
geles manufacturer whereby kitchens 
and other equipment are purchased in 
volume. The home buyer gets the bene- 
fit of the low prices afforded by mass 
buying. 

Contrasted with labor-saving devices 
in the home, outdoor living on over- 
sized lots is underscored. Each home 
has a patio and every yard is enclosed 
by a six-foot redwood fence to insure 
privacy and to give full emphasis to 
individual landscaping. Individuality, 
another feature of these homes is as- 
sured as all of the 2324 “Holiday 
Homes” will be of every conceivable 
type of architectural style to avoid any 
suggestion of a “row house” develop- 
ment. Proper landscaping will be em- 
phasized throughout the development 
with plans furnished to individual 
home buyers when desired, and with 
trophies and monthly prizes offered for 
the best kept yards. xke*

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Automation Invades 
Todays’ Gas Kitchen 

“Automation” has invaded the 
kitchen. Modern gas ranges are fully 
automatic in every sense of the word. 
They also are replete with an array of 
special features, some 67 in all, that 
offer today’s homemaker the widest se- 
lection in gas range history. 

A convenient reference chart, “Gas 
Range Feature Finder,” recently issued 
by the Utilization Bureau of the Amer- 
ican Gas Association, shows at a 
glance the availability of various fea- 
tures and the names of 36 manufac- 
turers offering them. 

The chart has been expanded this 
year to include one full page of dimen- 
sions for built-in and stack-on units. 
Free standing ranges are given in over- 
all widths and depths. 

Recent surveys have shown that gas 
range buyers are influenced by features, 
such as: Top burner heat controls, sep- 
arate simmer burners, top burner safety 
pilots, timed shut-off burners, “burner- 
on” indicators, giant and super-giant 
burners, new low heat pilots, auto- 
matic “on-off” clock controls, thermo- 
static timed shut-offs, “oven-on” and 
‘oven-ready” indicator lights, remov- 
able rack guides, chrome oven liners, 
retained heat ovens, chrome cooking 
tops, warming shelves and compart- 
ments, lift-up cooking tops, double 
ovens, built-in meat thermometers, ro- 
tisseries, deep well cookers, griddles, 
and deep fat fryers.

Another model plugs 
into a connection recessed in the oven 
wall. The dial is set to “rare,” “‘me- 
dium” “well-done” or some in-between 
setting and when the meat is cooked 
to the degree desired the oven turns 
off automatically. When hooked-up to 
the oven clock the entire roasting op- 
eration can take place while the house- 
wife is away from home.

Bendix Equalizes Prices 
Of Gas-Electric Dryers 

With the introduction of the 1957 
line, Bendix will be the first company 
to eliminate the difference in price be- 
tween gas and electric dryers and Duo- 
matics. 

Traditionally the gas industry has 
sold only one out of four dryers and 
slightly more than this in combination 
washer-dryers. Lower prices for electric 
models have long been a major block 
between the gas industry and its goal 
of 50 per cent or more of total dryer, 
and combination washer-dryer sales. 

The reason for the higher price on 
gas models is well-known: Additional 
parts and extra labor required to build 
gas models. 

Bendix believes with prices equal- 
ized, however, the gas industry can by 
aggressive merchandising increase sub- 
stantially its share of total sales and 
effect the large production increases 
necessary to eliminate the cost differ- 
ence and to maintain the equal pricing.

Gas Expansion Program 

America’s natural gas industry has 
embarked on a $7-billion, four-year ex- 
pansion program that inevitably will 
strengthen the nation’s economy and 
standard of living, W. F. Rockwell, Jr., 
president of the Gas Appliance Manu- 
facturers Association, told the Pacific 
Coast Gas Association at its 63rd an- 
nual convention. The discovery and 
production of natural gas have in- 
creased dramatically during the past 
decade, and there is now a tremendous 
private-enterprise drive to distribute 
this precision fuel and its energy to 
every corner of the country. 

Rockwell, who also is president of 
the Rockwell Manufacturing Company, 
was the principal opening-day speaker 
at the PCGA’s meeting of western gas 
industry leaders, representing utilities, 
appliance manufacturing companies, 
and industry-related organizations. 

The years 1956 through 1959 will 
encompass the greater expansion of 
natural gas facilities in any four-yeal 
period of the industry’s history, accord- 
ing to Rockwell. Citing figures pre- 
pared from construction data and by 
the American Gas Association, Rock- 
well said pipe line and utility companies 
expect to spend a total of $7.300.000.- 
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OOO for new construction and expan- 
sion of present facilities between 1956 
and 1959. 

Rockwell pointed out that the com- 
pletion of a 1487 mile pipe line from 
New Mexico to Oregon and Washing- 
ton this summer has brought natural 
gas to the last great population and in- 
dustrial area of the U. S. that was with- 
out it—the Pacific Northwest. Only 
Vermont, among all the states, has no 
natural gas. 

Arrival of natural gas will bring new 
business and industry to the Northwest, 
as it has to other regions, and provide 
a big new market for gas appliances. 
now the finest ever offered by manu- 
facturers. Rockwell said. 


Sugar Firm First Gas 
Industrial Customer 

British Columbia Sugar Refinery is 
the first major industry in British Co- 
lumbia to sign up with the British Co- 
lumbia Electric for the utilization of 
natural gas in its operations. The com- 
pany will take up to 3,300,000 cu ft 
when gas arrives in Vancouver, in 
November. 

The gas will be used in a boiler op- 
erating to generate steam and power for 
the actual processing of sugar. The gas 
contract is for “interruptible service.”

Gas Turned On At Reynolds Plant 


Furnaces of the new $5,500,000 six 
acre Reynolds Metals Company plant 
near Richmond, Virginia, are fed by 
natural gas being transported through 
the recently constructed pipe line of 
Commonwealth Gas Distribution Cor- 
poration, a subsidiary of Common- 
wealth Natural Gas Corporation.

Natu- 
ral gas used at the nearby Reynolds 
Metals reclamation plant where great 
quantities of aluminum are salvaged 
from various types of scrap foil by re- 
moving foreign material and melting 
the aluminum.

Corporation will supply Reynolds 
Metals with 1,400,000 cu ft of natural 
gas per day through its new 6-in. 4 mile 
pipe line from Commonwealth Natural 
Gas Corporation.
